Another senior class will soon depart from Lincoln-Sudbury, preceeded by a week of long awaited events. This 
is senior week when seniors have traditionally participated in a variety of activities highlighted by the overnight 
and the senior class prank.

Some challenging ideas have been 
thrown around, but we have yet to see what senior week will bring. 
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Moving quickly through the halls of Lincoln-Sudbury, Senioritis Disease is fast becoming a real danger. 
Senioritis is a sickness that hollows out and destroys the minds of seniors, thus posing a direct threat to the future 
of our nation. 

Officials of the school nurses’ office confirmed yesterday that over 25 percent of the student population is 
susceptible to a new strain of Senioritis.
